The Black theatre group calls 
themselves the Sons & Ancestors 
Players, a name which reflects a 
cultural continuim, a basically 
ritualistic mode, based on the 
Afro-American experience, an 
experience which has its roots in 
Africa 

The play itself appears on the 
surtace to be a realistic/natural- 
istic drama about a segment of 
Black family life in the eariy 
However, a spiritualistic 
aspect reveals itself, drawing its 
power from the Black religious 
experiences, the Black church, 
which in turn draws its 
rhythmical origin from Africa.
